4. Area covered. — Except where otherwise stated all statistics rfJate to the State of West Bengal including Coooh 
par. 

6. Period. — Except where it is stated to the contrary all statistii^s are for calendar year ended 31 st December. 

I tables in th(‘ Abstract contain the latest statistics that were available at the time of sending the manuscript to 
I Press, veil though they had not apj)eared in departmontal publications till then. Attempt has been made to 
int iiiformation, wherever possible, for tlic last ten years. 

I 6. Change of basis. — Owing to changes oithc^r in thu method of computation or in the area covered, the statistical 
do not, in riifiny oases, maintain absolute uniformity over the jjeriod to which they relate. In such cases, a 
note has been added iiidicatijig the nature of the dilTerenco, 

I 7. Revisions. — Some of the figures iiuiorporated in this Abstract are regarded by the Supplying Aga^oies as 
^isional only and may b(5 revised subsequently. 

I 8. Rounding off figures. — Wherever necessary each figure has been rounded off to the nearest unit. For this 
iBon, apparent discrepancies betwe<m the sums of the constituent items and the totals shown, may be observed in 
Ipe tables.

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AREA AND POPULATION 


1. This section deals with the area and population of the State of West BcngalJtl^ir distribution and chaiac t( jis- 
) 8 . ■ ; ' 
y 2. Tho source of the population data is the decennial census of population, a house to house enumeration made 
pee every ten years, under Indian Census Act. The first regular census in Bengal was taken in tlu‘ year 1S72, 
hough it was scheduled to bo taken in 1871. Since 1881 census was taken regularly at the interval of U^n years. 

3. It may be mentioned that the present State of West Bengal has come into existence as a result of the parti- 
ion of Bcjiigal ill 1947, tho oastern portion being included in Pakistan. There were fourte en dist riels in M'est Bengal 
,t tho time of tho Partition. On the 1st January 1950, tho State of Gooch Bchar was metged with West Bengal and 
/as constituted as an additional district. 

4. As a result of the Partition, the areas of the following live districts, namely, 24-Parganas, Nadia, Malda, 
Mnajpur and .lalpaiguri, woroafiected. The population statistics of tliese five (liHtriijts, therefore, had to bo 
djustod. In tho absence of any other material this was done entirely on the basis of the area transferred. 

6. Tho data shown in this section were selected chiefly from the Ninth Census which was taken betw(;(?n 
he 9th February and the 3rd March 1951 (inclusive). A number of series over a period of time have l)een given 
0 show tho trends. 

6. Tho fundamental factors, such as sex and age distrilmtion, marital status, religion and mother tongue that 
tifluence a niultifcudo of events and activities of social, economic and political life, have been dealt with in some detail 
)c(!ui)ation and literacy statistics though related to population, are })resented in “Employment and Labour” and. 
‘Education” sections, respectively, due to their closer afliiiity with those subjects. 

7. In tho Eighth Census Report (1941) the population was classified mainly by community and area only. 
?ables show’ing age and civil condition of 1941 pcipulatioii are based on the tabulation of twT> per cent, samples of 
lensus slips carried out liy the Government of India, and those of 1951 arc the estimates for the total population exlud- 
(ig refugee population and are baaed on the ten per cent, sample result. It may be noted that the sampling miithod 
or the above purjioscs was used for the first time in 11)41 in respect of tlu^ (jensus. 

8. It may also be mentioned that definitions of terms like “House”, “Village”, “Town”, “City”, etc., have 
indergone some minor changes during successive censases. These changi^s have not been taken into consideration 
fi the preparation of the tira(3 aeries of this section referred to in paragraph 5 above. 

9. Figures for yirevious census years have boon taken, wherever available, from the Census Report of 1951. 
figure's from earlier cemsus rej)orts were used for the other census years. The number of previous census yeai’s for 
vhieh figures have been shown in tho Census Report of 1951 is not the same for all tables. Under these circiim- 
.tanc('s, thf^ figures for oiu* census year in one tables in this Abstract may not always agree W'ith tho corresponding 
igurt‘ in anotluir table tlue to the difl'eront sounK^s us(3d. These differeii(?es are, however, small and are 
y<uierally due to lat(T adjustment of figures as corrections for area.

Vital Statistics including Medical Care and PuMic Health 

1. Until 1946, the work of of^llootion and compilaticn of Vital Statistics and Public Health data was done by tho 
l)ir( 5 Ctorate of Public Health and that of medical care by tho office of the Surgeon-(Jencral. Figures wore jjublishcKl 
so])aratcly in the Annual Administration Kep(»rtH of tlufso tw<s Directorates. Since 1947 tho work of both the Direc- 
torates has boon entrusted ujon the newly -formed Directorate of Health Stirvices. 

2. Statistics of vital events are ecdlectod under the Bengal Birth and Death Itogistration Act, 1873, which made 
the registration compulsory throughout the State. Tho Bc^iigal Public Health lieijoi t is one of tlio oldest Government 
annual reports and its publication datt^s back to tho year 1868. 

3. Tho series relating to vital ovonte given in this section generally cover a period of ten years. Events are 
shown by place t>f occurronco of birth and death and not by the place of residence of tho father (»r of the deceased. 
Still births are excluded from both birth and death statistics and are shown in a separate table. 

4. Birth and death rates are based on tho mid-year pc'.pulation estimated on tho “ Natural inereaso method*’. 
Infant mortality and maku nal death rates aie, howo\ er, calculated on the number <>f live births and the total number 
of births respectively. 

5. Statistics on morbidity are not incliKhnl in this volume. Those are collected for epidemic diseases only and 
are published every wei>k by the Dinu^torato of Health St‘.rviees. 

6. The State is very poor regarding marriage statistics. Hindu marriage rocjuires no registration. Statistics 
on Hindu marriages are, therohire, not available. This section includes only the number of civil marriagOB and 
Muslim iiiarriagcs and divorces under tho Malumiodaii Law. 

7. Annual Statistics cd medical care are limited to data on h(»sf>ital and dispensary facilities and are compiled 
from the annual returns furnished by dilFenmt hospitals and disjKuisai it^s of the State. These figures were published 
in the Annual Report on the working of the hospitals and dis})cnsarics in Bengal till 1946.

1. StatiBtioB on Literacy and Education have been dealt with in this section. Data on education are, however, 
not merely limited to the educational institutions and scholars. Information regarding related subjects, such as, 
Libraries, Reading Rooms, Printing Presses, Newspapers, etc., is also included. 

2. The ofli(;ial report f)n Public Instruction in West Bengal which is published annually by the Directorate of 
W Education contains data on all aspects of primary, socondarv, technical and University edui^ation. Data on iitera(‘y, 

however, are not (collected every year. Up till now, the dectmnial (jeusus of population is the only source of lit(jrai y 
statistics in this IState. 

3. Institutions for general education in West Bengal art‘ contmllerl by the Department of Education, the 
University ot (Jalcntta, District Boards, Municipalitit^s, District schocil boards and a number of religious and 
philanthropic societies. The cijritrol of medical, agricultural, technusil (except enginetwing) and industrial edinuition 
is vested in the DopartmejiLs of Medical and Public Health, Agriculture and Industries, rospcictivoly. 

4. Tlio forms in which educational statistics are publishtul in this State were prescribofl by the Covernment of 
India and are use<l throughout the country. The forms were revis('d in the year H)4i)-o0, making provisions for new 
subjects, such as, library, reading room, adult wiucatioii, (‘Ic., and have sinct? Ihh^i used for the purpose. 

5. Data have not generally been given for jn^riods j)rior to 1 1)4«47. Data available for periods earlier to 11)4047 
relate to the undivided province of Bengal. As th(i districtwise ligiin's are not available for tlioso periods it has not 
been possible to prepare a liistorical series in comparable form. 

6. It may be mentioned that the statistics on education are collecU^l indoi)endent of any Act. But there is 
no lack of co-operation on the partof (iducational institutions in this regard. 

7. In this section, educational institutions are classified as Recognized and Unrecognizwl. The definitions 
adopted for the terms are given below : — 

“ Recognized Institutions are thos(^ in which the cours(‘ of study followwl is that whi(‘h is prescribed or recognizwl 
by the Director of Public Instructions c»r by a University or by a Board of Secondary and intermediate 
Education constituted by law and which satisfy one or n!<»rc of these auth(»rities, as tlie case may be, tliat 
th(\v attain to a reasonable standard of efficiency. TIk'v ar(‘ o])cn to inspection and their j)upils are ordi- 
narily eligible for adinissif>n to public examination and tests held l>y the Directorate or the University or 
the Boards.” 

UnnHJognized Institutions are those which do not come under the above dcifinition of liecognized Institutions.’*

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Agriculture and related subjects 

The statistics relating to agriculture and relaterl su})jeets have been dealt with in this section. As at present 
organised, dilTerejit depar Linen ts of the SlaLt^ (Tovi^rninent are responsiblti for statistics on different subjects. Each 
of the major subjects will, therefore, be discusscul below separat ely. 

(A) Agriculture. — 1. TIiu Din'.jUirato of Ag.*i(uilLure of the (Tov'ernment of West Bengal collects data on agri- 
culture and piiblish(‘s tln^m in difftM'ont departmental n^f»orts. These are the primary sources of Agricultural 
Statistic43 in West Bengal, 

2. The reports on settlement operations published l>y tlu'. Land and Land Revenue Department also supply 
valuable information regarding agricudtural couflitiim of the ditten^nt districts. But as the year of the survey varies 
from district to district, it is not possible to present them in (‘(unjiarabh^ form. 

3. In 1944-45 a complete survey of crop and acreage by i)lot to j)lot enumeration was undertaken by the 
Department of Agriculture, in Bengal. The results of tlie siirvc‘v have formed the basis of Agricultural Statistics 
in this State since then. 

4. The (;ol lection of reliable statistijval data roganling the a(!r(*a.ge and yield of principal crops by samjjle survey 
method was initiated in 1937. Sample survey is now regularly undertaken for .nrTE, padily and important llabi 
crops every y<^ar. 

5. The agritailtural year in this State eomriieiices from the Ist «fuly and ends on the last day of June. The 
statistical series presented in this section gcuierally cover a period of Un years. 

6. The area of the State is classified und<?r dilferent lieads wdii(‘h r(*(piire expla nat ion — 

(a) Areji under forest. — “'J’his area includes the? finest areas administered by the District fJoIIectors and local 

bodi(»H in addition to the forests worked by the Forest Department but exclinlos non-forest- areas worked 
by tlie Forest Dejiartiiient.** 

(b) Area not available for rvltivailon. — ‘Tlnrler this class comes land whit?h is absolutely barren or un(;u]tivable 

or covered by buildings, water and roarls or otlierwise appropriat ed for rion-agricultiiral ])ur])oses. 

(r) Culiurabk vioste other than falhnr. — “This denot<.‘s land fit for (jultivatioii but not taken u]) and includes 
groves, areas under bamboo and thafcliing grass wluui not iiuiluded under forests.” 

(d) (Mr rent [allows. — ‘These denote eiilturable areiis which after abandonment lie uncultivaUid ov(?r a defined 
]ierioci. After this jieriod th(? land is classified as eiilturable waste ( >ther than fallow. 

7. Crops in West Bengal are, however, classified according t-o their so\Ning and harvesting peruui into tlirec 
broad heads. These are known as (1) Bhadoi or Aus or Autumn, (2) Aghani or Aman or Winter and (3) Rabi. 

8. The Bhadoi season (jonmu'nces roughly from the month of Marc h and eontinues up to the month of September 
^*hile the Aghani season begins from the middle of July and ends in tlie middle of February; but the Rabi season 

extends from the month of Oetoher to the month of April. Tlu' seasons are all overlapping and the periods depend 
on throe faetors, namely, (I) time of sowing, (2) ty]>e of crop and (3) the local climate. 

(B) Irrigation.- Irrigation iTU^asures in West Bengal are classified as (1) Government canals, (2) private canals, 
(3) tanks, (4) wi'Ils and (5) other sources according to the source of water-supply. Tht? statistics on Irrigation are 
published by the 1 )ire(‘t.oni.te <.>f Irrigation and \^^‘lt(TwayH in their annual Administration Report. The Department 
of Agrieultiire also publishes data rc'lating to area- irrigated and eroj) irrigated in their reports which they (Jollect from 
the Irrigation Di'jiartment. 

(C) Forests. — 1. The nuTgiT of (k)och Behar with West Bengal increases the fon?st resources of tin? State. 

2. Before Tnerg(?r the State fon^sts were eonfiru?d mainly to tlirt'c districts, namely, 24-rarganas, Jalpaiguri and 
Darjeeling. 

3. The annual rcjiort of the Fonvst Administration is the only source of forc'st statistics in West Bimgal. 

(0) Live-stock. — Data- relating to Jive-stoeks in West- Ifengal are not collected every year. The only source 
of live-stock statistics is the quinquennial census whicli is lieM onc(' every five years. The first census was held in 
1912. St-at-istit^s relating to dairy and poultry products arc not availabh? in this State. 

(E) Veterinary. — After partition of Bengal, veterinary services canu? under the (jontrol of the Direi toraie of 
Agriculture. But since 1950, a separate Directorate of N’etcrinary Services has been (?rcatcd. The annual rc]>ort 
of the department contains statistics relating to veterinary aid. As the rejiort contains only State data it- is not 
possible to estimate fiugures for West Bengal for the pre-jiartilion iieriod. Figures for ])ost-partition years only an? 
presented in this section. 

(F) Fitheriet. — ^I'he State is v(?ry poor r(?garding statistics on fi.sheries. An attempt has been made here to give 
an idea of the supply of fish to Calcutta and Rowrah, the two principal cities of the Slate,

1. Prior to 1946 information relating to inanufacturing iiuliiHtrioH were limit(?(l to the number of la rge factory 
establishments, the number of jK'rsons employed and the number of ac(udent.s which occurred thiirein. These primary 
data were collected jmd compiled by the Chief lnH|M^tor of Factories of the State' (h)verninent under the Facotries 
Act and published annually in the report on the administration of Factories Act in Bengal. 

2. A new classification of industries was adpoted by the h'a(;tories Ih^partment from the year 1950. In this 
section, therefore the figun'S for 1950 and subsequent years have been shoMii separately from those of earlier years. 

3. The Industrial Statistics Act was passt'd for the first tiinc^ in 1942. The Act provides for an annual census 
of manufacturing industries in India covering all establishments coming within the purview of se(;tioiis 2(j) and 5 (i) 
of the Factories Act, 1934. 

4. For the purposes of the Census the industrial establishments have* Ihmui classified into 63 groups. Of tluiso 
only 29 indnstries were brought under the operation of the Aet in 1946. The sco|)e of operation of the Act has not 
been extended y«*t. Further, the scope of the Aet has b«vn restrictetl to factories rcgistcTcd uikIct section 2(j) (uily 
with the furtlu‘ 1 ’ rcstriidion that it shall not at present apply to fjietories employing k‘ss tlian 20 wrorkers or those 
whi(*h do not u.s(^ jiow'cr, although the H(;(jpc of the Faotorie.s Act has since lx*en exttuidid to cov(ir such fa(!tories. 

6. 'Tlu* forms prescribed for the census were m(3dclled mostly on the forms used in United Kingdom, United 
Stat(is of Anu'riea and (»ther e.ouutri(*s where siuiilar censust‘,s arc Ix'ing conduetc'd. Besides gc^neral information, 
the form yirovidc'S for statistics on capital structure, employment, wages, consumption of fuel and raw material and 
production of gc)ods made for salt). 

6. The census of manufacturing industries is conducted by the State Govenummts under the direiition of the 
Government of India. 

^ ^ Ihe report on the “( 'eiisus of manufactures in India** published by the Government of India contains the results 
of the above census. 

7. Additional statistics on the working of certain important organised industries in this 8tate are incorporated 
at the end of th(^ section.

(3) Working of local bodies, such as municipalities, district and local boards and Improvement and Port 

Trusts. 

2. Statisti(^8 relating to elections are generally published after cv(;ry general eleeti<»n. l'h(‘ geiieraJ eln lion 
was held for the first time in 1951 under the now Ck)nstitution of India. The broad features of the residts <d the elec- 
tion in West Bengal are presented in this section. 

3. Statistics relating to the Administration of Justice, Police and TVisons fiiniislied here are based on the 
reports submitted annually to the 8tate Government by the respective departments, 

4. The reports on the Administration of Justice arc issued by the Ttegistrar, Aj)pellnte Side, }>v the order of 
the High Court. Separate volumes are published for Civil and Criminal Justice. The annual rejxirt on the working 
of the Registration Department is published by the Inspec^tor-Ceneral of Registration. Eaeli of these rej>ortK lias 
been designed to contain a general report and statistical tables, which give cornjirchensivt' information on the 
subjects. 

5. The primary fkiufccs of statistics on Police Administration aj*c the rc]>oris on t)ie Poli«'e Administration in 
the State, one for areas ex'cludiug (/alctiiia and suburbs and the other for the city of Calcutta and its suburbs. The 
former is published by the Inspector-General of Police an<l the latter by the (k)mmission€T of T'olice, Calcutta, Tiie 
reports give acijount of various erimea (committees in the areas concerned. 

6. Data on the working of local bodies are compiled from the various annual rc|)orts published by the State 
Government and the local bodies. The Goveniment rcjxirts are Viased on returns submitt(^d !)y the municijialities, 
distri(‘t and local Inwards and are published by the l.iocal Self-Co verninent DejiartmtJiit. The repcjrts review tlie 
various aspticis of working of the local bodies in(;luding their finances. 

7. The rciport on the municipal administration of C^ilcutta is publislied in two volumes by the Co rj>o ration of 
Calcutta every year. Wiliime 1 of the report deals with working of different departments of the CorjK»rati<jn while 
volume 11 deals with finances of the same. 

8. Informaticnis relating to the working of Calcutta Improvement Trust and Port Trust are compiled from tlie 
reports publislied by the (.liairman and the Commissioner respe(‘tiveiy of those Trusts. Among various informations 
the reports ('oiitain statement of annual income and expenditure of the Trusts.

to much error. Information on roads maintained by miinicipalitics, district and local boards arc also available 
These are published in the annual reports of these institutions. 

3. Railways . — Detailed statistics on Indian liailways arc published by the Railway Board in their annual 
report. Other periodical Government publications also contain railway statistics. 

4. Shipping. — Dircctor-Gcneral of (Commercial Intelligences and Statistics, Govenimint oi publishes 

detailed information on all foreign and (X)aHtal sliipping for each Indian port. The shipping statist i<'S of Calcutta Port 
only an? given in this section. 

6. Posts, Telegraphs and TeUphon^Jt . — ^Thc primary source oi ststistics on those subjects is the annual report 
of the Posts and Tedegraphs Department. The report contains statistics nduting to Posts, Telegraphs aiid 'leh^phones 
in detail. But only in a few wises, figures arc given sejmrutely for each State. Comprehensive information on the 
activities of the dc]>artiucnt in West Bengal, thereforf , could not be given.

TRADE AND GOMtNERCE 

1. The flubjeots chosen for this sfiction may be regarded as business indicators of the State. It includes 
statistics on trade, banking and currency, insurance, joint stock companies and co-operative societies. 

2. Statistical informations on the above subjects are systcniaiically collected by different Governrmiiit agencies 
and an? published periodically in diff(?rent reports. Those reports are the primary sources. 

3. Indian trade statistics am coll(?cted by different agencies. Informations on foreign and coastal trade are 
collected by the Customs authorities while those on inU?rrial and land frontier are collected by the railways and 
steamer companies. It may h<? inoutionod that data on i.‘xternal trade are more complete and j)orf(?ci than those on 
the internal trade. All the a-bovii statistics are published by the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, (government oi’ India. 

4. It may be stated that the figures on foreign trade are basifd on dcH-larations made by importers aiul e.xpnrters 
in the bills of entry and shipping bills res])ectivcly. The (luantity recorded is generally the net weight, i.e., excluding 
packing an<l tlie value is c.i.l’. in tin? case of imports and f.o.b. in the case of exports. 

5. The Reserve Hank of India was cwtablished on the 1st April under the Reserve Hank of India Act, 1034. 
The Hank was constilutiul to re.giilatt‘ the issiui of bank notes and to op(Ta.to the currisncy and credit systfun of the 
country to its advantage. 'J’ln? Reserve Hank has taken up th<‘ publication of banking and currency statistics of 
Indian since its ineeption. 'fbose publieatioris cont-ain detailed ligunw on Indian banking and currency, 

fi. The primary source of statistics on Insurance is the Insurance Year Hook issued by the Superintendent of 
Insurance, (government of India. The «iatisti(“s an; colhjctcd under the Indian Instirance Act, 1938. The publication 
givo.s particulars of insuranc(; business transacted in lialia by liKlian and foreign companies every year. It also 
contains a list of all comj)anics together with other particulars. 

7. Data relating to Joint Stock Compani(;s working in different States of India arc published annually by the 
Director-(i(;neral of ('loiiimcrciaJ lnt.(;llig(*n(.*e and Statistics, CJov(;rnm(;nt of India. Those figurt^s are based on returns 
submitted by the Ttegistrars ol' Joint Stock (^ompanic.s of the State (Jovernments anti are collected under the Indian 
Companies Act, 1913, as amended in 193fi. 

The r(;p«>rt gives a classified list of all companies together with their capital structures. 

8. T}u‘ statistical statcmcnls relating to <;r>-operative movement in Imlia published every .year by the Reserve 
Hank of India (‘ontiiins infiji’jjiat ion r<*la.t ing to the working of the co-o])e.rative societies in this country. In West 
Bengal, t he Registrar of (^j-ojicrative Societi<;s publishes an annual report on the; working of the co-operative socioti^ 
in th(‘ Stat(‘ wlih'h ccaitains detailed irdbririation regarding the operation of different ty 3 )e 8 of socioties wa)rking in 
dificrcjit districts of the State.
